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A  word  from  the  Chairman  of  the  Board 

Robert  Manion,  the  Headmaster  of  the  School  from  1981  to  1984  resigned  last  July.  Bob  came 
to  the  School  from  St.  George's  in  Toronto  where  he  had  served  as  Director  of  Studies. 

During  his  tenure  as  Headmaster,  Bob  restructured  Selwyn  House  into  the  Elementary  School 
and  the  Secondary  School  thus  eliminating  the  old  divisions  between  the  Junior  School,  the  Middle 
School  and  the  Senior  School.  This  reorganization  has  enabled  the  School  to  operate  more  effi- 
ciently and  cohesively. 

In  addition,  he  implemented  a  Student  Council  organization  and  a  system  of  popular  votes  for 
prefects.  He  supervised  the  introduction  of  the  computer  science  programme  so  that  this  course  is 
now  offered  in  all  grades  and  was  also  responsible  for  Selwyn  House  School  becoming  a  member  of 
the  Cum  Laude  Society. 

The  School  is  grateful  to  Bob  for  his  contribution  to  the  School  and  we  wish  he  and  Fran  every 
success  in  the  future.  Bob  is  presently  pursuing  graduate  studies  at  Harvard  University  and  they 
are  expecting  their  first  child  in  December. 

During  the  summer,  the  Board  of  Directors  of  the  School  decided  that  the  Heads  of  the  Elemen- 
tary and  the  Secondary  School,  Mr.  Alain  Weber  and  Mr.  Robin  Wearing  respectively,  would  be 
responsible  for  the  administration  of  the  School  until  a  new  Headmaster  takes  office.  The  School 
is  being  administered  efficiently  and  competently  under  their  leadership  and  their  dedication 
during  the  summer  months  and  this  term  have  been  greatly  appreciated. 

A  Search  Committee  has  been  appointed  to  select  candidates  for  the  new  Headmaster.  This 
Committee  consists  of  four  Board  Members:  Mr.  Derek  Drummond,  the  Chairman  of  the  School's 
Academic  Committee,  is  serving  as  Chairman  of  the  Search  Committee;  Mr.  Tom  Birks,  the 
Chairman  of  the  Finance  Committee  and  the  School's  Treasurer;  Mrs.  Ronald  T.  Riley,  the  Chair- 
man of  the  Athletics  and  Extra-curricular  Committee;  and  Mr.  Timothy  R.  Carsley,  the  Chair- 
man of  the  Board  as  an  ex-officio  member.  This  Committee  is  in  the  process  of  recommending 
suitable  candidates  to  the  Board  for  the  position  of  the  new  Headmaster. 

Applications  for  Headmaster  were  required  to  be  submitted  by  September  28th,  1984.  The 
Board  expects  to  announce  the  appointment  of  a  new  Headmaster  before  the  end  of  this  School 
term .

Strong  showing  by 
mathematicians 

Selwyn  House  participated  again  this 
year  in  the  Canadian  Mathematics  Com- 
petition.  The  competition  is  made  up  of 
three  contests:  the  Pascal  Contest  for 
Grade  9,  the  Cayley  Contest  for  Grade 
10  and  the  Fermat  Contest  in  Grade  11. 
Last  February's  competition  attracted 
almost  45,000  participants  from  over  3,000 
schools  across  Canada. 

Our  top  three  finishers  in  Grade  9  were 
Michael  Zenaitis,  Chris  Clark  and  Nicholas 
Adamson.  Their  aggregate  score  placed 
them  second  of  72  Quebec  schools.  Both 
Michael  and  Chris  scored  136.25  out  of 
150  possible  points,  the  second  highest 
score  in  the  province. 

Chris  Naudie,  Chris  Pratley  and  the 
dark  horse,  Jake  Richler  were  the  top  three 
in  the  Cayley  Contest.  As  a  team,  they 
placed  fourth  of  73  schools  in  the  province. 

Ferhaan  Ahmad,  Mikael  Sandblom  and 
Sunny  Handa  were  our  top  finishers  in 
Grade  11.  Their  combined  score  placed 
them  seventh  of  77  schools  in  Quebec.

Moo's  memories 

At  the  last  dramatic  entertainment, 
Mrs.  Marsh  saw  fit  to  reawaken  my  old 
reputation,  which  I  had  hoped  was  for- 
gotten, as  the  Minotaur  of  the  Upper 
Floor.  There  must  have  been  some  justifi- 
cation for  it,  but  I  was  led  to  seek  evidence 
that  it  was  perhaps  exaggerated.  It  was 
not  easy,  I  admit,  but  a  number  of  occa- 
sions on  which  small  boys  did  not  pass 
me  on  tiptoe  readily  recurred  to  memory. 

I  certainly  did  not  bring  that  reputation 
with  me.  On  my  second  dav  at  the  School, 
a  cheerful  junior  accosted  me  with  a  pro- 
prietorial air,  and  to  my  utter  astonish- 
ment introduced  me  to  his  form-mates  as 
his  Uncle  Edward.  It  was  useless  for  me 
to  protest;  his  colleagues  preferred  to 
believe  him  rather  than  a  mere  teacher. 
For  at  least  a  couple  of  years  I  had  to 
accept  that  forms'  greetings  as  Uncle 
Edward,  and  the  small  boy's  parents,  for 
the  rest  of  their  lives,  alwavs  addressed 
me  by  that  unearned  title.  It  is  a  treasured 
memory  of  mine. 

Nor  did  the  senior  form  betray  any 
notable  awe  for  me.  Between  them  thev 
fostered  the  legend  that  one  of  their  num- 
ber was  the  scion  of  Spanish  grandees, 
and  I  had  to  endure  the  extraordinary 
accent  which  he  at  all  times  adopted  in 
my  presence.  He  was  so  convincing  that 
I  almost  accepted  the  legend.  It  was  dis- 
pelled when  eventuallv,  on  the  playing 
field,  I  heard  him  hurling  vituperation  at 
an  opponent  in  as  sound  a  Canadian 
accent  as  one  could  wish  for.  I  forget  how 
the  jape  ended;  I  vaguely  connect  it  with 
a  gift-wrapped  Spanish  onion  which 
joined  the  Christmas  gifts  which  the 
School  then  bestowed  lavishlv  on  even- 
one. 

It  was  rather  later  that  one  of  mv  sci- 
ence pupils  carried  his  researches  to  the 
unorthodox  extent  of  wiring  the  desk  in 
front  of  him  to  an  electric  battery,  and  at 
intervals  closing  the  switch,  the  first 
venture  provoked  quite  a  sensational 
reaction  in  the  victim,  but  it  did  not  last 
long.  Before  the  period  was  over,  the 
victim  ignored  me  completely  and  dealt 
his  persecutor  one  of  the  best  haymakers 
I  have  ever  seen  delivered  in  class.  I  con- 
fess that  the  reprimand  I  subsequently 
delivered  was  completely  spoilt  bv  the 
grin  which  accompanied  it. 

I  recall  one  odd  occasion  when,  after  I 
had  supervised  junior  recess,  one  mis- 
tress complained  that  I  had  failed  to  return 
one  of  her  class.  Since  it  was  a  wet  morn- 
ing, and  we  had  not  been  outside,  it  was 
difficult  to  understand  the  disappearance. 
My  own  class  enjoyed  an  unauthorized 
free  period  while  I  solved  the  mvsterv. 
The  absentee  had  wagered  his  friends 
that  if  he  vanished,  Moo  would  never 
know.  I  eventually  found  the  missing 
child  in  a  large  chest  which  in  those  days 
housed  lost  property.  Whatever  reprisal 


that  jape  earned  came  not  from  me  but 
from  his  form  teacher. 

Caricature 

Many  years  later  I  was  confronted, 
when  I  entered  the  classroom,  with  a 
caricature  of  myself  affixed  to  the  black- 
board. A  Minotaur  would  have  destroyed 
it  and  devoured  the  author,  but  I  detected 
sufficient  merit  in  it  to  transfer  it  later, 
without  comment,  to  mv  own  office.  It 
was  a  futile  gesture.  Copies  continued  to 
appear  to  replace  those  confiscated,  until 
in  the  end  I  had  to  be  content  not  only  to 
allow  it  to  remain  to  delight  everyone,  but 
to  give  it  the  approval  of  autographing 
it. 

But  of  all  the  heroes  who  braved  the 
monster,  I  like  to  think  most  of  the  bov 
who  stopped  me  in  the  corridor  and  asked 
me  to  see  the  Headmaster.  Dr.  Speirs  was 
astonished  at  my  intrusion,  and  implied 
that  the  last  thing  he  needed  to  complete 
a  troubled  morning  was  to  see  me.  The 
bearer  of  the  original  message,  when 
tackled  on  the  question,  insisted  that  he 
had  not  said  that  the  Head  wished  to  see 
me;  he  had  merely  asked  me  to  report  to 
Dr.  Speirs.  He  escaped  unharmed  when, 
with  a  cheerful  smile,  he  reminded  me 
that  it  was  April  1.

Mr.  E.C.  Moodey  zws  on  the  staff  of  Sebwyn 
House  School  for  a  quarter  of  a  century.  He  is 
always  interested  in  what  is  happening  at 
the  School  and  very  kindly  -writes  "Moo's 
Memories"  for  the  Newsletter. 


It  was  at  4:30  on  a  sunny  Friday  after- 
noon in  June  that  table  17  first  started 
rolling.  The  table  was  being  pushed  to 
raise  money  for  Donald  Marshall,  the 
Micmac  Indian  who  had  been  unjustly 
jailed  for  eleven  years,  and  who  was 
recently  compensated  for  that  injustice. 
Pushing  the  table  were  Richard  Denis, 
Etienne  Cote,  Patrick  Jabal,  Tom  Ford, 
Eric  Szypt,  Tim  Winn,  Adam  Bruun  and 
M.N.,  along  with  Mr.  Nincheri,  who 
offered  encouragement  and  his  driving 
"skills".  As  the  group  started  on  their 
journey,  the  Westmount  Division  of  the 
M.U.C.  Police  offered  a  police  escort 
which  went  on  to  lead  the  table  to  the  end 
of  the  island  with  lights  flashing.  The 
boys  spent  that  night  in  Laval. 

The  next  day  proved  uneventful,  with 
the  exception  of  the  police  escorts.  Unex- 
pected at  first,  the  police  officers  quickly 
got  into  the  habit  of  calling  ahead  to  the 
next  count)',  so  that  another  police  car 
was  alwavs  waiting  when  the  first  one 
came  out  of  its  jurisdiction.  As  the  sun 
set,  the  table  rolled  to  a  stop  at  a  depan- 
neur  outside  Grenville  where  it  staved 
for  the  night.  The  "pushers"  slept  the 
night  at  the  four-star  Delta  Motel. 

By  the  third  day  everyone  was  really 
quite  tired  from  the  running  (the  table 
had  to  be  kept  moving  at  a  constant  8 
km/hr),  but  came  through  nonetheless, 
especially  around  6  p.m.  when  the  table 
sprinting  competition  began.  (Record 
holders:  Richard  Denis  and  Patrick  Jabal 
at  24  km/hr).  For  the  table  17  members, 
the  day  ended  outside  Gatineau,  after 
thirteen  hours  and  one  hundred  and  two 
kilometers  on  the  road. 

Finally,  the  highlight  of  the  trip  came 
when  the  group  arrived  in  Ottawa  just  in 
time  to  be  interviewed  and  to  sit  down  to 
a  delicious  lasagna  made  by  Nina,  as  well 
as  sandwiches  and  orange  juice  offered 
by  the  Odawa  Native  People's  Group  of 
Ottawa.  Even  though  thev  missed  the 
Prime  Minister,  the  Table  17'ers  did  meet 
Health  Minister  Monique  Begin,  and  the 
National  Minister  of  Youth,  as  well  as 
Mrs.  Flora  MacDonald.  Everyone  en- 
joyed the  trip  and  thanks  are  due  to  Mr. 
Nincheri,  Nina  the  Chef,  the  Szpvts, 
Mrs.  Cote,  Mrs.  Denis,  all  the  police 
officers  who  took  time  off  to  escort  the 
table,  the  Odawa  Native  People's  Group 
and  to  even  one  who  either  sponsored  or 
helped  table  17. 

The  boys  and  Mr.  Nincheri  sat  at  table  17 
in  the  School  dining  room  every  day  and 
during  the  course  of  the  term  the  idea  was 
spawned  over  lunch.
